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Councillors oppose lookout 


PLANS to build a permanent coastwatch lookout in 
West Bay have been opposed by town councillors, 
writes PAUL CROMPTON. 

The National Coastwatch Institution’s (NCI) plan¬ 
ning application for a lookout building on the East Pier 
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was unanimously voted against by the town plans 
committee. 

All councillors agreed the importance and need to 
have a lookout but rejected the suggested location on 
the Grade Two listed pier. 

A number of residents lodged their opposition to the 
plans based on location, loss of views due to the pro¬ 
posed buildings height and the impact on the pier dur- 
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ing the meeting on Monday, March 5th. Councillors 
then called for a public consultation to be held with 
residents to explore more suitable locations for the 
lookout. 

Clive Edwards, NCI Lyme Bay manager, said the lo¬ 
cation had been decided on after site visits with offi¬ 
cers from the district council, which owns the pier. 

The NCI have just 12 months to find a new base be¬ 
fore its current Lyme Bay lookout in Burton Bradstock 
is forced to close ahead of the land being developed 
by its owner. 

Councillor Ros Kayes expressed grave concerns 
about the proposed location. 

She said: “I agree with the fact we need a new build¬ 
ing but I don’t necessarily agree it’s the right location; 
not just the views, I think it will have a severely lim¬ 
ited function where it is proposed.” 

Councillor Philip Lathey said: “As much as I appre¬ 
ciate the work the NCI is doing I think that this is the 
wrong location and position for the lookout.

■ WHAT does Local Food Links do? 

We are a not for profit organisation and we make pre¬ 
dominantly school meals. We work with 23 primary 
schools and are hoping to expand this September. 

We also work with older people. We do “Meals on 
Wheels” and we also cater for some lunch clubs, day 
centres, and also the Social Education Centre in Brid¬ 
port. 

■ HOW many meals do you produce a day? 

Around 1,200! These are prepared and distributed from 
our two hub kitchens, one of which is in Bridport the 
other is in Blandford. 

School meals disappeared for Dorset about 25-years-ago 
and most school kitchens were ripped out. When they 
decided to bring hot meals back, the easiest way was to 
cook them in hub kitchens and deliver them hot, so all 
the schools needed was a serving table and washing up 
facilities. Some schools did have a kitchen put back and 
they receive what we call a “Cook-Chill meal” which 
can be re-heated on site. 

■ WHAT would you say to parents who are thinking 
of ordering hot dinners for their child? 

Come to one of our “taster” sessions and try one for 
yourself. If a child has a packed lunch every day, they 
are probably going to be eating a lot of bread, processed 
meats and salty or sugary snacks. If they have a hot meal, 
even occasionally, then they are having a much more 
varied diet. For example, our tomato base sauce which 
goes into all our pizzas, pasta dishes and casseroles has 
so many vegetables hidden in it, it’s completely whizzed 
so the children wouldn’t even know, but it’s got squash, 
peppers, courgettes and garlic, all the good stuff. 

■ SO, what might be on the menu that everyone 
will enjoy? 

Roast dinners are a good example of a popular tradi¬ 
tional meal. Then for something a bit more exotic you 



might like sweet and sour pork with couscous, or chicken 
curry with rice and onion bhaji - actually it was the onion 
bhaji that made this one so popular, kids really love the 
novelty extras. 

■ DO you do chips? 

We don’t do chips, but we do potato wedges, they are 
baked not fried. 


■ HAS Jamie Oliver been a big help to your cam- 
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paign? 

Definitely, his recipes are so easy to follow, and he has 
such good ideas - he got a lot of slating for his work on 
school meals, but I think he’s done a tremendous job. 
Jamie Oliver came along at about the same time we were 
starting up Local Food Links so he really helped boost 
our cause. 

■ ARE the "Meals on Wheels" menus the same as in 
schools? 

No, when we started we soon discovered that whilst chil¬ 
dren love pasta, the older generation generally don’t. 
They would prefer more potatoes and hot puddings and 
traditional meals, more like what they grew up with. It 
took us a while to get the balance right. 

■ WHAT are your personal memories of school 
meals? 

I had a lot of school meals. In my day they still had spam 
fritters, which were the absolute worst thing for me. 
There were lots of things we loved though; the crumbles 
and steamed puddings. When the meals were good it 
was a real lift, you always felt happy. Food really influ¬ 
ences so much of our lives, our moods our health. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to in¬ 
vite for a Local Food Links lunch? 

Jamie Oliver, of course. Then I’d invite Audrey Hepburn 
because I think she was very beautiful and she did lots 
of good work for charity. I’d also invite Roald Dahl. He 
wrote some great stories about food for children, “Char¬ 
lie and the Chocolate Factory” for instance.

ONE of Beaminster’s biggest and most 
eminent firms has been sold. 

Multi-award winning Clipper Teas 
Limited was bought out by Netherlands 
based food company Royal Wessanen 
NV for an undisclosed sum last week. 

The European health food giant has 
pledged its commitment to the town 
and the 90 employees based at the 
Beaminster headquaters. 

A Wessanen spokesman said it was 
the company’s intention to invest in the 
promotion of the brand in its Dorset 
based manufacturing capability to de¬ 
liver growth both in the UK and inter¬ 
nationally.

International brand Clipper had a 
£16million turnover last year from sell¬ 
ing teas and coffee in 50 countries 
across the globe - according to industry 
analysis firm Nielsen. 

The acquisition is part of Wessanen’s 
drive to have the most desired organic 
brands in Europe, said its spokesman. 

Patrick Cairns, CEO of Wessanen 
UK, said the Beaminster firm was a 
very exciting addition to the company. 


He said: “This new acquisition takes 
us further towards our ambition of hav¬ 
ing the most desired organic brands in 
Europe. 

“We very much admire what the team 
at Clipper has achieved and want to 
build on this, invest in the brand and 
manufacturing capability. 

“It has huge growth potential both 
here and internationally, having already 
established itself as the UK’s favourite 
organic and Fairtrade tea brand and 
there are real synergies between our 
portfolio of products.” 

Clipper has blossomed into the fastest 
growing everyday tea brand since Mike 


and Lorraine Brehme launched it with 
just two chests of Assam tea 25 years 
ago. 

The company was owned by a private 
investment firm at the time of the sale. 

The Fairtrtade pioneer has regularly 
scooped top industry accolades - in¬ 
cluding ten gongs at last year’s Taste of 
the West awards - since its launch in 
1984. 

Last week’s sale will see Clipper inte¬ 
grated into Wessanen which employed 
1,998 people in 2011. 

The new owners will merge Clipper 
into its UK businesses, including Kallo 
Foods Ltd, whose natural and organic 


Former nightclub to be redeveloped 


PLANS to re-develop a Bridport eyesore have been ap¬ 
proved. Businessman SajivVij aims to transform former 
nightclub Da Vinci's into a Spar shop after the district 
council waved through his planning application. 

The plans are to develop the West Bay Road building 
into a convenience store and restaurant, with six-bed 
accommodation on the first and second floors. 

Mr Vij currently runs a Spar shop from his forecourt at 
Burton Bradstock Cars. The application includes exter¬ 
nal alterations, car parking and alterations to vehicular 
access. 

Mike and Pam Harwood said they were pleased the 
building would be used and not demolished. Bridport 
resident Mr Harwood said: "We have found it very sad 


that something that could be an attractive building has 
been left to become an eye-sore. We've walked past it 
many, many times and always thought how sad that it's 
been left. I'd rather see something done with it rather 
than it be demolished. Any way to make sensible use 
of the building is a good thing." 

Town council planning committee members asked for 
a noise assessment to be undertaken to minimise any 
nuisance to nearby residents. The shop must not open 
before 7am or after 11 pm from Monday to Saturday 
and only between 8am to 10pm on Sundays, according 
to planning consent. 

A report stated West Dorset District Council consid¬ 
ered the proposal met all planning requirements

“I know the best place is on top of the cliff but people 
would complain about that. I think West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council should throw a little bit more assistance 
behind the NCI and get them in the right position 
rather than a place that is really not suitable in the first 
place.” 

Councillor Geoff Ackerman said: “While we wel¬ 
come and support the idea it is just the site is totally 
wrong. 

“There needs to be a consultation so the people of 
West Bay can get involved with the decision.” 

Mr Edwards said they were not moving simply be¬ 
cause they wanted to move to West Bay. 

He said: “We are in temporary accommodation. 
That’s very strictly a temporary situation because in 
the very near future the area will be redeveloped. 

“We would be better off in West Bay because it’s in 
the middle of things and we can watch over the ap- 
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preaching vessels in West Bay and Lyme Regis har¬ 
bour. We are here to enhance the risk facilities of the 
area and also to support and make the environment 
safe and usable where our visitors are concerned.”

LOCAL Food Links, a social en¬ 
terprise in Dorset, has secured a 
new contract with Dorset County 
Council to provide meals to two 
day care centres. 

Local Food Links will supply 
meals to a day centre for older peo¬ 
ple in Lyme Regis, and another in 
Bridport which provides care for 
adults with learning disabilities. 

In 2009 the scheme received al¬ 
most £300,000 in funding to sup¬ 
port their development of a 
catering service for older people 
which included initiatives such as 
lunch clubs, cookery workshop, 
meals on wheels and provision for 
day centres. 

The funding came from Local 
Food, a £57.5 million programme 
supported by the Big Lottery Fund, 
which supports food-related com¬ 
munity projects right across the 
country. 

Local Food Links has had no pre¬ 
vious involvement with adults with 
learning disabilities. It is also a 
boost for the long-term sustainabil¬ 
ity of the scheme. 

Caroline Morgan, Assistant Di¬ 
rector of Local Food Links, said: 
“We are delighted to have won 
these contracts, which mean that 
our work with older and vulnerable 
people is secure for the long term. 

“We are very pleased that DCC 
have chosen to support a local, 
fresh meals supplier, showing that 
food quality is an important part of 
daycare provision.” 

It also holds a regular programme 


of cookery workshops for the over 
50s at its training kitchen in Brid¬ 
port. Operating from two hub 
kitchens in Bridport and Blandford 
Forum, it serves more than 1,000 
meals a day and was the first 


school caterer to be awarded a 
Gold Mark Catering Award by the 
Food for Life Partnership.

"Participating in the survey is also an excellent way for service users 
to help shape the services we provide in the future,"said James Barton, 
director of Pan Dorset Mental Health Services, Dorset Healthcare Uni¬ 
versity NHS Foundation Trust.

"I was quite involved in the beginning 
when they put the first lottery bid in. 

"I think it's wonderful what's happened, 
it's absolutely amazing. It means the 
building is available to everybody in Brid¬ 
port now. 

"I was on the original working party and 
seen it as it's gone along and there's been 
just a huge amount of work and commit¬ 
ment gone into it."

The extensive repair and restoration 
work was part of Bridport Town Council’s 
Heritage and Conservative Project and is 
believed to have saved the 227-year-old 
building from ruin. 

A programme of community based activ¬ 
ities involving more than 150 residents, 
artists and schoolchildren had ran along¬ 
side the physical work to the building. 

Crystal Johnson, activities co-ordinator, 
said the community involvement had been 


really important to the project. 

She said: “It’s fantastic and lovely to feel 
that the town council is handing the hall 
back to Bridport. 

“It really has built enthusiasm and ex¬ 
citement and got people in to the hall and 
feeling it’s not just a civic building but 
something for the whole community.” 

The Bridport Town Council project has 
been supported by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, West Dorset District Council and 
Dorset County Council. 

Roger Goulding, from the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund, said the town hall was an ex¬ 
traordinary building. 

He said: “A lot of promises are made that 


are not necessarily fulfilled to their full po¬ 
tential and that’s where this project raises 
the bar for other applications because 
every aspect of this project has been well 
delivered. 

“The people of Bridport will not only 
know the importance of the town hall but 
can be proud of it.” 

Councillor Gillian Summers, chairman 
of West Dorset District Council, said: “I 
think the hall’s completion is testament to 
the good working relationship between the 
two councils.” 

The project has created level access into 
the building from Bucky Doo Square and 
included the installation of a lift, new 
lighting, heating and ventilation systems. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis thanked previous 
town clerks for beginning the project, 
added: “It’s great to see people coming 
into the building that before the work 
would not have been able to.”

Y OU could say Luke Baxter 
was a driven man - driven 
to explore wolves and their 
way of life - at the expense of his 
family. He did not consider the 
impact of leaving his wife and 
two small children behind when 
he walked into the wilderness to 
see if he could become part of a 
pack. He did not foresee his mar¬ 
riage dissolving when he returned, two years later 
- initially unable to pick up again the ways of nor¬ 
mal human existence. And he could not have 
known that his tireless translations of wolf think¬ 
ing would cause such a problem through his last 
days on earth. 

After the fallout of the divorce, Edward, Luke and 
Georgie's son, left home abruptly and disappeared 
- eventually letting Georgie alone know he was 
safe in Thailand. His sister, Cara, felt utterly aban¬ 
doned, and when her mother 
started a second family, she felt 
further alienated, and left them 
to live again with her father near 
his wolf reserve. She was with 
him in the car when they 
crashed, late one night. She suf¬ 
fered a broken shoulder, but 
Luke's brain stem was damaged, 
and the doctor's gave him no 
hope of recovery.

When Edward discovers Luke's 
desire to be an organ donor, and 
acting on the doctor's opinion 
that his father was brain dead, he 
makes the decision to terminate 
Luke's life. In wolf society he knows Luke would be 
allowed to die. He also knows his organs will allow 
others to live. Cara, burdened with hidden guilt, 
immediately finds a lawyer and takes Edward to 
court for attempted murder. 

Family secrets, tensions, life and death - and the 
very natural philosophy of wolves - work their way 
through Jodi Picoult's new tense and emotional 
novel. The dreadful decision of whether or not to 
terminate a life is at the heart of the story, and the 
very real and ordinary people 
who have to make that decision 
will find a resonance in us all.

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Draughtbusting scheme will 
save homeowners money 


THE first people have taken ad¬ 
vantage of a scheme to save home- 
owners money. 

The eight DIY enthusisasts met 
in a Bridport house to receive 
training on a cheap and effective 
way of sealing windows and doors 
against draughts. 

Resident Lorna Hill donated her 
home to the project so demonstra¬ 
tions could be given - while getting 
her house draughtproofed for free. 

Chit Chong demonstrated how to 
fix the sealing strips on sash and 
casement windows so they would 
keep the heat in but remain easy to 
open in the warmer months. 

During the training sessions, five 
windows and the front door were 
sealed at no cost to Mrs Hill. 

Mrs Hill, who has lived in her 
house for 15 years, said she was 
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delighted her draught problems 
had been fixed so easily. 

She said: “These windows, and 
even worse the front door, have al¬ 
ways been draughty, and my heat¬ 
ing bills have been enormous 
trying to keep these rooms warm. 
I am delighted that the problems 
could be fixed so easily.” 

People on the morning training 
session plan to use their skills on 
their own houses. 

DIY enthusiast Sally Collins 
said: “This is a great scheme - re¬ 
ally cheap, and great for old 
houses. And importantly women 
can do it for themselves.” 


Draughtbusters is supported by 
Transition Town Bridport as part of 
their aim to reduce dependency on 
fossil fuels, and has received a 
grant from Dorset County Council. 

They are now looking for two 
other properties to run a training 
session for householders. 

The house used for the demon¬ 
stration will get its insulation for 
free, and participants will be able 
to take home materials to draught- 
proof their own houses at cost 
price.

County council 
chief to step down

He started his career as an English and 
French teacher, then trained in law be¬ 
fore joining the council in 1989 as 
Deputy County Solicitor. He became 
Chief Executive in 1999. 

Mr Jenkins is currently the longest 
serving Chief Executive in Dorset. 

His departure will give the council the 
opportunity to look at re-structuring its 
management team - which has been 
criticised recently for the 30 senior offi¬ 
cers earning more than £50,000, includ¬ 
ing six on more than £100,000 a year.

Anyone who creates a tenancy and lets out their property automatically becomes a 
landlord. 

One major area that still causes difficulties for landlords is the fact that many still omit 
to secure their tenant’s deposit in a Tenancy Deposit Scheme. 

As a landlord you must therefore be aware of the following obligations 


Furthermore, the court when faced with a situation where the landlord has not complied 
with the tenancy deposit scheme, must order the landlord to pay to the applicant a sum 
equal to three times the amount of the deposit within 14 days of the order. 

However, it is likely that so long as the prescribed information is provided by the 
landlord tothe tenant before court proceedings are commenced the courts may not 
impose the sanctions highlighted above. 


1. Any deposit that has been taken after 6th April 2007 must be paid into a Tenancy 
Deposit Scheme such as the Deposit Protection Service (“DPS” ). 

2. You must comply with the initial requirements of your chosen tenancy deposit 
scheme within 14 days of receipt of the deposit and; 

3. You must provide the tenant, or anyone who paid the deposit on behalf of the 
tenant, certain prescribed information concerning the deposit. 

Failure to comply with the rules can lead to sanctions imposed upon the landlord by 
the courts including 


It would be foolish though, for any landlord to assume that because they eventually 
complied with their obligations the court would ‘let them off’ and landlords must always 
be aware that there is a risk of costs orders being imposed by the courts. 


Accordingly all landlords would be wise to ensure they secure their tenant’s deposit in 
a scheme immediately upon receipt in order to avoid further difficulties.

I like the humour in his verse and I like that he writes 
about old men like me - even though he is rather younger than I. His 
winning poem seems to have two titles, either'Life at Eighty'or'Self 
Portrait'. 

LIFE AT EIGHTY 

This world of dew is but a world of dew. And yet. And yet.

I like to loaf, I like to laugh; I like to read the Telegraph; 

I buy it at the student rate, it tells me of affairs of state; 

And on the state I meditate: I am a wise old fellow. 

I potter in a world of prose; grandchildren tell me how it goes. 

They drink and disco at the club; I soak for hours in the tub, 

Careen my carcass, scrub-a-dub: I am a hale old fellow. 

I mutter when I do not shout; in welly boots I splash about; 

I walk on rainy afternoons; I dine on cauliflower and prunes, 

And never mess my pantaloons: I am a clean old fellow. 

A television haruspex; I like the violence, hate the sex; 

I comb the Oxfam shops for togs; the country's going to the dogs, 

I chart it all in monologues: I am a stern old fellow. 

The doctor gives me coloured pills to cure me of my various ills, 

My smoker's cough, my writer's stoop, my lecher's eye, my brewer's droop, 
My belly like a cantaloupe: I am a sad old fellow. 

A world of dew. And yet. And yet a world not easy to forget; 

I cannot let it pass me by; I stop and look it in the eye; 

And, as you see, I versify: I am a game old fellow. 

John Whitworth says, "I thought a palinode was an ode about some¬ 
thing that happened way back, but actually it is an ode where you 


retract something you said previously, which, by a happy 
coincidence, still fits."

I used to like the Rolling Stones. I think

DEBUT FULL BAND SET FROM CULT COMEDIAN AND SONGWRITER 


MOST stand-ups secretly want to 
be rock stars, their ambitions 
thwarted only by their total lack of 
musical ability. 

Graffoe is unique amongst come¬ 
dians, in that he's a real musician, 
who has been moonlighting as a 
funnyman since re-naming himself 
after a Lincolnshire village some¬ 
time during the Thatcher era. Cut 
from the same English eccentric 
curtain as Robyn Hitchcock, with a 
nod towards the acerbic chansons 
of Jake Thackray, Boothby's toured 
the world, co-starred in a failed US 
sit-com alongside Desperate 
Housewives'Joely Fisher, and had a 
proposed '90s Channel 5 show 
shelved for a series of American soft 
porn movies. 

But five years ago Boothby had a 
revelation at a motorway service 
station, left London for Leicester¬ 
shire, sold his one-liners to Omid 
Djalili, and concentrated on his gui¬ 
tar playing, proving a crowd-pleas¬ 
ing opening act on British tours by 
the Canadian alternative rock veter¬ 
ans Barenaked Ladies. 

Boothby's first album, 2004's Wot 
Italian ?, was a sparse duo with Char¬ 
lie Haden andTrilokGurtu guitarist 
Antonio Forcione, but his fourth, 
Bang! Is This Your Vehicle, Sir?, is the 
symphonic folk-pop suite support¬ 
ers suspected he had in him, sug-

gesting the psychedelic sand-pit of 
Brian Wilson, had he, like Boothby, 
been a Butlins redcoat, as well as an 
LSD enthusiast. 

Boothby's cheerfully pessimistic 
worldview sets a consistent black 
comic tone, contrasted by a variety 
of musical approaches.'Trampoline' 
satirically spikes pizzicato strings 
with pro-firearm samples; the 
baroque guitar flourishes of the fa¬ 
talistic 'The Captain's Address' nose 
dive into the bouncy acoustic pop 
of'Hop'. 'Dude! Have You Seen The 
Telly?'wraps funky rhythms round 
abrasive riffs and cathedral choris¬ 
ter harmonies;'Lullaby'is a shaggy 
dog sucker punch stretched out 
over circling guitars and Orbital and 
Fall producer Jimmy Melophonic's 
Salvation Army brass; the brooding 
'Busy' co-opts the extended 
metaphors you'd find on a mid-80s 
Robyn Hitchcock album; and 'An¬ 
other Song For Boo'finds universal 
truths in the 
temporary loss 
of a family pet. 

The host of 
star-guests that 
have helped 
Boothby realise 
his vision in¬ 
clude Bare- 


naked Lady Kevin Hearn, who also 
plays keyboards for another com¬ 
edy legend, Lou Reed; multi-instru¬ 
mentalist and acclaimed solo artist 
Nick Pynn, who has served in Steve 
Harley's Cockney Rebel and The 
Crazy World Of Arthur Brown, and 
currently features alongside mem¬ 
bers of acid-folkies Trembling Bells 
in the band of Mike Heron, from The 
Incredible String Band; and Holly¬ 
wood's funny Arab of choice Omid 
Djalili, on unexpected bongos. 

If Bang! Is This Your Vehicle, Sir? has 
a fault, it's that Graffoe has var¬ 
nished every moment with a luxu¬ 
rious gloss of tasteful 
instrumentation, but this is also a 
virtue. Long after the jokes con¬ 
cealed in Graffoe's wittily epigram¬ 
matic lyrics are revealed, the music 
continues to captivate.

Why do we celebrate Mother's Day? 


V MOTHER’S Day can be traced back to the spring 
celebrations of ancient Greece in honour of Rhea, 
the Mother of the Gods. 

V IN England during the 17th Century "Mothering 
Sunday" was celebrated on the 4th Sunday of Lent. 

V MOTHERING Sunday was a time put aside for re¬ 
laxation and enjoyment during the long Lenten fast. 
Historically, Mother's Day was an opportunity for 
young servant girls who worked away from home 
to visit their mothers and they would bake a simnel 
cake to present as a gift. 

V DURING the time when children as 
young as ten left home to take up work or 
apprenticeships elsewhere, this was often 
the only day in the whole year when fami¬ 
lies would be reunited. Mother's Day be¬ 
came a public holiday in the 17th century. 

V SOME people say that centuries ago peo¬ 
ple would return to their home or"mother" 
church once a year during the period of 
Lent, and this is where Mother's Day came 
from. 

V IN NORTHERN England and in Scotland, 
the preferred refreshments were carlings - 
pancakes made of steeped pease fried in 
butter, with pepper and salt. In fact, in some 
locations this day was called Carling Sun¬ 
day. 


V SIMNEL cake was said to test the girl’s skills as a 
cook. If it remained moist and maintained its taste 
until Easter Sunday, she was seen as a good cook. 

V APPARENTLY Mother's Day is the biggest event in 
the UK's cut flower industry. During this period the 
UK's sales of flowers increases by an average of 40%, 
making it a very busy period for florists. 

V MOTHER'S Day is one of the most popular days of 
the year for eating out, so if you're looking for a spe¬ 
cial restaurant to celebrate Mother's Day, you had 
better book your table early with one the advertisers 
on this page!

Derby day victory for Weymouth 


BRIDPORT 24 WEYMOUTH 54 

CONDITIONS underfoot were little short of ideal 
for open rugby at the Brewery Field, although a 
stiffish breeze was blowing from the sea, and the 
visitors were asked to play with it at their backs 
initially. 

The visitors then went on something of a scor¬ 
ing spree in the first-half. Their first try came after 
they had sentthe ball wide.Theirwingertookthe 
outside curve, slung the ball inside when collared. 
His pack were in support and the move carried on 
until Sam Morris got over 15 yards in from touch. 

An unusual happening then took place for, al¬ 
though Sheppard's conversion kick was turned 
down by the touch judges, the referee awarded it 
and Weymouth led 7-0. 

Having seemingly now found the secret, Wey¬ 
mouth scored again in short order. Bridport con¬ 
ceded a penalty directly from the restart. 

The award was kicked to the corner and, from 
the ensuing lineout, out half Sheppard wriggled 
over close to the posts. He made no mistake with 
his second place kick to give his side a 14-0 lead. 

The visitors third try came soon after, courtesy 
of some rather ineffectual home tackling. The 
Weymouth number eight picked up at the base 
of a scrum round about halfway. He stayed on his 
feet, offloaded, having put the home side on the 
retreat. 

The ball was then spun wide and McCorniche 
on the left wing cut a good line and ran in to score 
some 15 yards from the posts. Sheppard again 
added the extras and Weymouth had pulled clear. 

Bridport were having trouble coping with the 
direct running of their opponents, especially 
number eight Morris, and he scored his second 
and the bonus point try just before the half hour 
after he had charged over from a quickly taken 
short penalty inside the home twenty two. 

Bridport got the next score when, having won 
a penalty inside their opponents' half, they kicked 
to the corner and, from the lineout, executed a 
front peel and Butlertouched down out wide. The 
Bridport kicker added the extras from near touch. 

Weymouth came straight back however. 

Bridport failed to deal with the restart and their 
opponents took up residence in their twenty two. 
Two more Weymouth tries came before the break. 

The first came from Wilson who ran a good 
angle from set piece possession in the home 


twenty two and get over by the posts. The second 
came after Barter had broken from the base of a 
set scrum inside his own half. 

He found his narrow side winger Dean who 
touched down in the corner. Sheppard converted 
both tries to take his side out of sight at 40-7 at 
the halfway stage. 

At this juncture I feared a little for Bridport. They 
had not defended at all well in the firsthalf, and 
had made too many errors. Their cause had not 
been helped by the loss of flanker Edwards to the 
medics, never to return, and I thought that the 
Weymouth machine would rumble on. 

This belief was accentuated when Weymouth 
scored a try within scant minutes of the restart. 
Having kicked a penalty award to the corner, they 
rolled the ensuing maul over, with skipper Quick 
coming up with the ball. Sheppard could not miss 
at this stage and goaled the try. 

Things then changed. Maybe some compla¬ 
cency crept into Weymouth's thinking. In any 
event they went off the boil. They lost their shape, 
did not protect the ball, something that is vital 
when facing the breeze.They lost a man to the bin 
and gave away too many penalties. 

Bridport took full advantage and the final-half 
hour of this local derby game belonged to them. 

They reduced the deficit on the hour when, hav¬ 
ing won a penalty close to the Weymouth line, 
they took the quick tap and spread the ball for 
centre Smith to get over halfway out. 

The try remained unconverted and they were 
soon back on the attack, winning a lineout close 
in and spinning the ball wide for winger Col- 
bourne to get over in the corner. 

Again the kick was missed but, with the score 
standing at 47-17, Bridport had some respectabil¬ 
ity. Weymouth had tackled well enough during 
the second half however and, near the end, they 
charged upfield for number eight Sam Morris to 
crash over some ten yards in from touch for a try 
that remained unconverted. 

It was Bridport who had the final word though. 
From a penalty close to the Weymouth line in the 
dying minutes, after a couple of thrusts they sent 
the ball wide and Everett scored out wide. 

Weymouth certainly deserved to win this one, 
if only for their first-half performance. One has to 
respect Bridport's resilience however. Left with 
only the remote possibility of a four try bonus 


point to play for at the halfway stage, they 
achieved it, and in fact won the second-half by 
three tries to two.

Frome then regained the lead immediately by 
kicking a penalty goal, only for read the Dorch¬ 
ester full back to run the ball back to such good 
effect that he was able to round his opposite 
number and touch down. 

Baker again added the extras and Dorchester 
led 14-8. Two home tries came in the final five 
minutes of the half however, one of which was 
converted, and they turned the game on its head 
and Frome now led 20-14 at the change round. 

Dorchester regained the lead after a few min¬ 
utes when Waddington broke through the centre 
and ran to the posts. Baker duly goaled the try to 
give his side the lead by a single point.
